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In early September , KOnlgswus terhausen airfie d was being dismantled 
by a technical brigade , APO 97175. This unit comprises a former 
Soviet tank repair -company, a former Soviet biidge construction 
company, and approximately 250 German mechanics, welders, and fitters.
